terest therein, exceeding ninety thousand square feet, 
except such as may be acquired by devise or inherit­
ance, and such as may be held as security for indebt­
edness. But the provisions of this section shall not 
apply to actual settlers upon farms of not more than 
one hundred and sixty acres, or to citizens or subjects 
of a foreign country whose rights to hold lands are 
secured by treaty.

engaged in manufacturing in the state of Minnesota 
shall be disposed of within ten (10) years after it 
shall cease to^use the same for the purposes of its busi­
ness.

Forfeiture—All lands acquired or held in vio­
lation of §§ 8076-8079 shall be forfeited to the state, 
and the attorney general shall enforce such forfeiture;

after such property has been so acquired or so held by 
such alien or corporation; and no title to land shall be 
invalid or liable to forfeiture by reason of the alienage 
of any former owner or person interested therein.
